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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract length exceeds 
15 lines. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 13 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 13 has been 
listed as withdrawn by the applicants, it was previously rejected in the final office action 
dated 8/13/2003 and is dependent upon independent claim 1 . The claim if it has been 
improperly listed as withdrawn would be stated as being allowable under the same 
reasons as the reasons for allowance for claims 1 and 3-9 in this office action. The 
Examiner will assume that claim 13 should have been included and not withdrawn and 
advises the applicants to look into the matter and provide further information concerning 
claim 13. Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 , 3-9 and 1 3 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach a multi-shot mold having a first and second shot cavity, indexing plate, 
ejector station, wherein the ejector station provides a stripper plate separate from the 
indexing plate to remain rotationally fixed during rotation of the indexing plate, the 
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stripper plate engaging a molded part at the ejection station to remove the molded part, 
and wherein the stripper plate is a cradle that grips a side of the molded part along an 
axis of movement perpendicular to a plane of rotation of the indexing plate and then 
moves along the plane of rotation to eject the part. The closest prior art, Schad, fails to 
teach the stripper plate being separate from the indexing plate to remain rotationally 
fixed during rotation of the indexing plate and to engage the molded part along an axis 
of movement perpendicular to a plane of rotation of the indexing plate. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

5. Claims 10 and 1 1 have been withdrawn by the applicants, however, they have 
not been cancelled.
